ing night, and it expects to have to 
close the doors around 8 o’clock be- 
cause of a lack of room to accommo- 
date the crowds seeking admittance. 
The public is therefore cautioned to 
come early, because the opening night’s 
program will be the greatest of any 
scheduled for the show period. 

There will be seats in the main Au- 
ditorium for 4,286 persons, approxi- 
mately as many more may find room 
in the aisles and in the exhibit booths, 
But the show management has an- 
nounced emphatically that no dan- 
gerous nor even uncomfortable crowd- 
ing of the building will be tolerated, 
-and once the space fs filled to capacity, 
the doors will be closed. 

Exhibits Will Be Ready. 

Yesterday and well into the night 
exhibitors and workmen were busy in- 
stalling exhibits and getting their re- 
spective booths in readiness, and late 
yesterday afternoon J. A. LaHatte, su- 
perintendent of exhibits, said:

WILSON PICKS PARK 
FOR U.S, JUDGESHIP 


Though Smith and Hard- 
wick United on West--Sen- 
ators Expected to Fight 
Nomination of Park.

Washington, January 31.—(Special.)— 
President Wilson has selected Repre- 
sentative Frank Park, of the Second 


judgeship in the southern district of 
Georgia, and today called on Senator 
Smith and Senator Hardwick to know 
if they will accept his choice. 

The name of Judge Park was recom- 
mended by the department of justice, 
and the indorsements accompanying it 
made a very fine impression upon the 
president. 

Senators Are Silent. 

No statement from either Senator 
Smith or Senator Hardwick as to their 
attitude could be obtained tonight. It 
is expected here that they will fight 
the nomination, having united in in- 
dorsement of John T. West, of Thom- 
son, for the position. If they should 
do soe, it will precipitate one of the 
most interesting contests between a 
president and United States senators of 
his own political party that has taken 
place since the famous controversy be- 
tween President Garfield and Senators 
Roscoe Conkling and Thomas C. Platt, 
of New York, which resulted in the res- 
ignation of both senators. 

The New York senators resigned in 
May, 1881, and President Garfield died 
in September of that year.

Germany States How They 
Must Be Warned, When

They. Must Carry — Full 
Text of the Note. 


Washington, January $1.—Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
today presented to Secretary Lansing a 
note from the German government re- 
plying to the president’s world peace 
address before the senate. The ambas- 
sador announced that the communica- 
tion was identical with the communi- 
cation handed Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin. 

In the note Germany announces that 
she will wage unrestricted war at sea. 
Text of German Note, 

The text of the note delivered by 
Count von Bernstorff follows: 

‘Mr. Secretary of State: Your excel- 
lency were good enough to transmit to 
the imperial government a copy of the 
message which the president of the 
United States of America addressed to 
the senate on the 22d instant. The im- 
perial government has given it the 


earnest consideration which the presi- 
dent’s statements deserve, inspired as 
they are by a deep sentiment of re- 
sponsibility. 

“It is highly gratifying to the im- 
perial government to ascertain that the 
main tendencies of this important 
statement correspond largely to the 
desires and principles professed by 
Germany. These principles especially 
include self-government and equality 
of rights for all nations. Germany

President Wil- 
son's repeated warnings of “A world afire,” and Secretary Lansing’s 
“Verge of war” statement, are being recalled in the capital tonight 
with feelings of apprehension and misgiving.

trigues. Such precautionary measures 
are all the more necessary, as Ger- 
many’s enemies have repeatedly stated 
not only in speeches delivered by thei) 
leading men, but also in the statutes 
of the economival conference in Paris, 
that it is their intention not to treat 
Germany as an equal, even after peace 
has been restored, but to continue their 
hostile attitude and especially to wage 
a systematic economical war against 
her. 

Aims ef Entente Attacked. 


“The attempt of the four allied pow- 
ers to bring about peace has failed 
owing td the lust of conquest of their 
enemies, who desired to dictate the 
conditions of peace. Under the pre- 
tense of following the prinicple of na- 
tionality our. enemies have disclosed 
their real aims in this war, viz, to dis- 
member and dishonor Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Turkey and Bulgaria. To 
the wish of reconciliation they oppose 
the will of destruction. They desire 
a fight to the bitter end.

convention for the adaptation of the 
principles of the Geneva convention to 
maritime war. 

“Under the convention, the bellig- 
erents have the right to search hos- 
pital ships and the German govern- 
ment have, therefore, an obvious rem- 
edy in case of su'spicion—a remedy 
which they never have utilized. 

“From the German government’s | 
statement that hospital ships will be 
no longer tolerated within the limits 
mentioned only one conclusion can be 
drawn: viz, that it is the intention of 
the German government to add yet 
other and more unspeakable crimes 
against law of humanity to the long 
list which disgraces their record, In

MEXICO AND FOREIGNERS. 


It cannot be said that in inaorporating in 


its constitution a clause th prevent the 
gobbling of the lana and negural resources 
of Mexico by foreigners the /Méxican consti- 
tutional assembly is acting ~unwisely. Such 
a provision will make for internal restful- 
ness and national peace. 

Under the old order of th\|njzs and the old 
rulers of Mexico the country was used with- 
out restraint for selfish aggramdizement and 
exploitation. The wealth off the land, the 
mineral and other vast resourcys were con- 
trolled by the few rich to tie exclusion of 
the masses. The poor were ground down 
and oppressed and kept in ignorance and 
squalor. Their rights were’ withheld from 
them: they were shut out fim the light. 

This system of tyranny and autocracy 
was continued and nourishe § under the long 
rule of Diaz; and it grew tcé proportions, as 
a system; rivaling the feadalism of old. 
Foreign capitalists went intc# the country for 
the sole purpose of exploitation and were 
given free rein. They procured grants of 
immense acreage of some gf the richest of 
the land which should have¥ belonged to the 
peons. They acquired boendless mineral 
rights, oil holdings, etc., all of which shculd 
have been at least shared Itty the people of 
Mexico, who: were crowded c&T and out.

“Bloody Mexico!” They have simply been 
a poor, oppressed, downtrodden people, 
fighting as best they knew how for their 
rights. 

And foreign fortune-hunters and foreign 
capitalists, under the guisg of “developing 
the country,” have been langely ‘the cause of

their trouble. There never can be a perma 
nent peace in Merico until that system is 
forever changed. 

Therefore, so long as they do not discrim- 
inate against any nationality, but make the 
application of the principle general, it is 
only right that the new Mexican constitution 
should seek to take care of the native Mexi- 
cans and give them a better showing than 
they have ever had under the existing feu- 
dal system.

PLAZA COMMISSION SUBMITS PROPOSAL 


TO WESTERN AND ATLANTIC COMMISSION 


The Atlanta plaza commission will hold a 
conference with Henry’Walters, of Baltimore, 
chairman of the boards of directors of the 
Nashvilla Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road and the Atlantic!Coast Line railroad, in 
the office of Mayor Candler today at noon, 

This meeting is the outgrowth of the re 
cent expression of Milton H. Smith, prest- 
dent of the Louisvifle and Nashville railroad, 
which is controlled by the same interests as 
the Nashville, Chatanooga and St. Louts, 
bidder for the lease of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, that he is opposed to the 
plan of Atlanta to ‘build a plaza over the 
tracks of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
in the business district of the city. 

The purpose of'the meeting is to ascertain 
the objections of the bidder for the Western 
and Atlantic lease to the plaza Plan, and to 
arrive, if possible, at some understanding 
in regard to the matter. 

The Atianta Railway Terminal and Plaza 
commission, recently created by city council, 
presented its credentials'to the Western and 
Atlentic railroad commission Wednesday and 
formally submitted on behalf of the city a 
proposal opéning a way whereby, when the 
city has completed its plans for the proposed 
plaza over the Western and Atlantic tracks 
in the business section of the city, such 
plans will not be opposed by the lessee. 

The proposal made by the plaza commis- 
sion was substamtially the same as that some 
timé ago presented by the plaza committee 
of city council and the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce. It is a request that the West- 
ern and Atlantic commission insert a clause 
in any lease contract which may be closed, 
before Atlanta’s financial and constructional 
plans for the plaza are complete, whereby it 
shall be incumbent upon the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad not to oppose 
the plaza plan but to co-operate in carrying 
out such a plan, provided the plan has re- 
ceived the approval of the Western and At- 
lantic commission and of the other railroads 
operating in Atlanta. 

This proposal asks the privilege of going 
before the Western and Atlantic commission 


and the state’s guarantee thatt it believes 
that rights of the lessee under ‘this clause 
will be fully recognized and protected. 

Should the life of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad commission haves expired at 
whatever time Atlanta may deem(it advisable 
to go before the commission for the state's 
approval, the plaza commission aai&s the priv- 
ilege of going before the state refllroad com- 
mission, as representatives of thestate. This, 
together with the fact that the plaza com- 
mission is the accredied agent of tthe city, rep- 
resents the only change made injthe proposi- 
tion formerly submitted by the:,plaza com- 
mittee of city council and «he échamber of 
commerce.

CLIFF WALKER GIVES 
RULING ON YEOMANS 
SCHOOL BOOK LAW 


Attorney General Cliff Walker hag ren- 
dered an opinion on the Yeomans school book 
law, holding that this act means that any 
publisher who desires to sell school books in 
Georgia must quote prices not higher than 
those quoted in other states, regardless of 
whether the prices quoted elsewhere are 
prices being quoted there for new contracts 
this year or whether they are prices pre- 
vailing under contracts made in former years 
and still in effect. 

The question was submitted to the attor- 
ney general by the state board of education 
at its last quarterly meeting. It was stated 
that some of the publishers who have for- 
merly eold school books in Georgia are desir- 
ous of ouaeettng a price list to the board, 
in accordance th the Yeomans act, pro- 
viding the act does not mean that these pub- 
lishers shall quote prices not lewer than 
prices prevailing elsewhere under contracts 
made some years ago. Those companies state 
that under some of their old contracts which 
were made before the rise in the cost of 
print paper, they are compelied to sell books 
at such low figures that it ie actually cost- 
ing them money.

Former Attempt to Move 
Courthouse in DeKalb 


Editor Constitution: 
ing’s issue there appears an article to the 
effect that a movement ia on foot in De- 
Kalb county to call an election for the pur- 


pose of moving the courthouse from Decatur 
to Stone Mountain, and if the election should 
be successful, then to call a second election 
for the purpose of cutting off the western 
part of the county _of DeKalb and putting 
it into Fulton. Without expressing any 
opinion on this subject I wish to correct cer- 
tain statenients in the article in reference 
to the past history of the county. The ar- 
ticle in question states that a former elec- 
tion was held for the purpose of removing 
the courthouse to Stone Mountain, and that 
the election resulted favorably to the re- 
moval; that Commissioner Freeman, through 
Mr. Hooper Alexander, filed a bill and had 
the election declared illegal. The writer 
must have confused the election to remove 
the courthouse to Stone Mountain with 
an election held many years later in the cit 

of Atlanta to merge that portion of DeKal 

county, which is now in the city of Atlanta, 
with Fulton county. 

The facts in reference to the former elec- 
tion to remove the courthouse to Stone 
Mountain are as follows: On the day 
of December, 1896, an election was held in 
DeKalib county for the purpose of removing 
the courthouse from Decatur to Stone Moun- 
tain. Prior to the election the opinion had 
been expressed, and become current in 
the county, that, in order to carry the elec- 
tion, two-thirds of the registered voters 
must vote in favor of the remov and that 
by remaining away from the polls a voter 
could virtually cast his vote against the re- 
moval. The day of the eleotion was a cold, 
disagreeable day, and the majority of the 
voters of the county, acting on the assump- 
tion that remaining away from the polis was 
equivalent to voting against the removal, 
stayed at home. The result was that more 
than two-thirds of the votes cast were in fa- 
vor of the removal. 

The present commissioner, R. J. Free- 
man, was not in office at that tima but Mr. 
W. M. Ragsdale, who is now dead, was or- 
dinary of the county, and, under the law at 
that time, had charge of all county mat- 
ters. The writer, believing at the time that 
an erroneous impression had been made upon 
the voters of the county, and that instead 
of it requiring two-thirds of the qualified 
voters of the county to authorize the re- 
moval it was only necessary to have two- 
thirds of thore voting at the election express 
a desire to remove the courthouse, suggest- 
ed to the ordinary that he proceed to ad- 
vertise for bids for the courthouse, and that 
a bill would then be filed by the citizens 
of Stone Mountain to enjoin the oconstruc- 
tion of the courthouse until the legislature 
could act on the question, the law requirin 
that not only an election of the voters 0 
the county should be had on the subject, but 
that the legislature should also authorise 
the removal by a two-thirds vote. The or- 
dinary did this immediately, and, as anticf- 
pated, certain citizens of Stone Mountain 
filed a bill to restrain the ordinary from 
acting. This bill was filed by Mr. W. C, 
Glenn. since deceased, and the lower court 
held that a vote of two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters of the county was required un- 
der the constitution before the removal could 
take place. Upon an appeal to the supreme 
court this was reversed, the court holding 
that the constitution only required a two- 
thirds majority of those voting at the elec- , 
tion.

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JANUARY RAINFALL 
BELOW AVERAGE 


Even Last Year Month Had 
More Murky Days Than 
This—Interesting Weath- 
er Statistics of 38 Years. 


out the 


Whoever it is that dishes 
weather must have carried in his sam- 
ple case during the past month a full 
line of replicas of everything he had 
in stock, according to statistics fur- 
nished by Weather Observer von Herr- 
mann. During the month of January 
nearly everything that could happen to 
Spoil a golf game or something else 
equally as dependent on weather con- 
ditions, happened, and because of this 
an investigation of the whys and 
wherefores, the causes and results, was 
made, and the investigation led to tlre 
following, which is authentic: 

First, the mean temperature for the 
month proved to be 47.4 degrees, which, 
accordigjg to the weather prophet, was 
just 4.3 above the norma! There is 
Slight variance with January, 1916, 
when the average temperature was 48.8 
degrees, 5.7 above normal. 

Rainfall Below Average. 

And, then, the rain. There's no doubt 
that it did rain, but just to be exact 
here are the figures: The total rain- 
fall for the month passed was 3.1 
inches, as compared with 2.53 inches 
during the same period of 1916. The 
normal amount of aqua pura which 
should descend during this month, 
based on an average taken during 38 
years is 5.31 inches. Therefore there 
was .21 inches less rainfall in January, 
1917, than the average, hard as it is 
to believe. The maximum amount of 
rain for twenty-four hours was 1 inch, 
on January 15, 1917, as compared with 
1.09 on January 31, 1916. 

The lowest temperature for the 
month was 28 degrees, on January 12, 
while in 1916 it was 12 degrees, on 
January 18. The lowest in January in 
88 years was 2 degrees below on Jan- 
uary 11, 1886. The highest for the 
Same period was 75 degrees on January 
2, 1890. The highest temperature for 
the month was 72 degrees on January 
30 of this year, and the highest for 
the year preceding was 73 degrees on 
January 29. 

Much Like Last Year. 
™“hroughout the comparison of the 
two years it will be seen that there 
Was slight difference in the brand of 
weather served, though many may 
think otherwise. 

The only appearance of snow was a 
Slight trace on January 11, 1917. 

Kum, as there seemed to be more rain 
than anything else, it is well to note 
that the fest rainfall in any one 
January d the 38 years was 15.82 
inches in t@® yedr 1883; the lowest for 
the same pertod was 1.35 in 1914: 

Then a further comparison shows a 
striking similarity. There were 18 
cloudy+days in both years; five partly 
cloudy days in 1917 (this is all January) 
and 7 partly cloudy days in 1916; 8 
clear days in 1917, against 6 clear days 
in 1916; rain on 11 days of the former 
years compared with 16 days of the 
present. 

The wind velocity reached its high- 
est during the January just passed on 
January 5, when it blew at the rate of 
44 miles per hour. The highest of the 
January of the year previous was at 
the rate of 40 miles per hour on Jan- 
uary 17. ; 

The highest velocity in 38 years jin 
January was 60 miles per hour on Jan- 
vary 29, 1909. ; 

As a matter of comparative weather 
history, the reporter sought informa- 
tion as to the greatest wind for the 
longest time on record. He discovered 
that some years ago the velocity reach- 
ed the speed of 111 miles per hour for 
24 continuous hours at the top of Mount 
Washington, in the state of New Hamp- 
shire; but Von Herrmann volunteered 
that when on a jag the wind had been 
known to blow along the Pacific coast 
at the rate of 160 miles per hour. 

Colder Weather Coming. 


And for the next few days the fore- 
cast is that there will be sunshine and 
a drop in the thermometer.

Extra Session Unlikely. 

While it is not expected that the 
governor will make any announcement 
his intentions as to an extra sé€8s- 
sion the expiration of the ten 
it was freely predicted 
Wednesday that this announcement, 
when it forthcoming, will be that 
the governor has decided not, to call 
such a session. . Not only was the re- 
port in circulation, but it appears to 
have originated from an entirely re- 
liable source. 

Though this report did not come 
in connection with any effect an extra 
session might er might not have upon 
the governor’s personal affairs, and is 
not regarded in that light, the rather 
interesting question of whether or not 
calling an extra session would auto- 
matically end the term of the present 
governor is being discussed. It is 
held by many competent lawyers that, 
under the constitution, Governor Har- 
ris’ term would automatically expire 
with the convening of an extra session 
of the legislature now, and that he 
would be succeeded at once by Govern- 
or-elect Hugh Dorsey. 

What Constitution Says, 

This view is held under paragraph 
38, section 1, article 5 of the constitu- 
tion, which reads: 

“The first election for governor, un- 
der this constitution, shall be held on 
the first W@inesday in October, 1880, 
and the governor-elect shall be in- 
stalled in office at the next session of 
the general assembly.” 

The date of the election, of course, 
has since been changed by constitu- 
tional amendment, as has also the date 
of the convening of tle general assem- 
bly, but the provision that the govern- 
or shall be installed in office at the 
“next session of the general assembly”’ 
has remained the same. It has so hap-

Little less pathetic than the story 
of Lincoln himself, though keyed in 
a minor and less heroic strain, is the 
story of Sam D. Drane, who plays the 
part of Lincoln in “The Crisis,” the 
super-feature photo-drama that will 
be the attraction all next week at the 
Lyric.

If the president decides to ignore

In that event the presi- 
dent would make a recess appointment 
and Judge Park would begin his service 
on the federal district bench without 
confirmation. 

Fate of Alexander and Others.

Most Important Meeting 
Yet Held in Progress, and 
Acceptance or Rejection of 
N., C. & St. L. Bid: May 
Come Today. 


What is regarded as the most im- 


portant meeting that the Western and

Meeting May Settle Lease. 

Neither the members of the commis- 
sion nor the representatives of the 
railroads would discuss details of 
Wednesday's meeting nor the progress 
which the negotiations have made. 
While there is apparently nothing 
known definitely outside the session 


room of the commission to give any cue 
as to the status of the lease situation, 


the impression gained credence about 
the capitol Wédnesday afternoon that 
there is a likelihood that the matter of 
the lease of the road may be arfinitely 
settled at this meeting of the commis- 
Sion, either in favor of accepting the 
bid of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis or rejecting the bid. 

There can be no doubt of the fact

SHIPPED FROM ALBANY 


|Month’s Record Shows Re- 
markable Growth of Stock 
Raising in Section. 


Albany, Ga., January 81.—(Special.) 
There could be no better evidence of 
the rapid increase of stock-raising in 
this part of the state than is shown 
by recent shipments of hogs and cattle 
from Albany. Up to about a month ago 
not a single carload of hogs had been 
shipped from Albany in fifty years, 
the local meat shops taking all the 
available supply from surrounding 
farms, and it even proving necessary 
to have meat shipped in from more dis- 
tant sources of supply. 

But during the last thirty days there 
have been shipped from Albany six 
carloads of beef cattle and five car- 
loads of hogs. A number of others are 
to follow, but the shipments are not 
interfering with the uswal source of 
supply of local butchers. Most of the 
hogs are going to Atlanta, and nearly 
all the cattle recently shipped have had 
the same destination. 

Practically without exception, farm- 
ers throughout this part of the state 
are going in for live stock. They have 
placed fine strains of hogs and cattle 
in their pastures in place of native 
scrub stock, and some of the finest live 
stock in the south is now to be found 
on the farms of this section. 

A most gratifying feature of this 
change is the fact that negro farmers 
are showing a keen interest in this 
forward movement. There is hardly a 
negro farmer living on his own place 
who has not bought better hogs, either 
crossing Durocs, Berkshires or Hamp- 
shires with native stock or eliminating 
the latter altogether and placing fancy 
Strains in his pasture. 

Arrangements are being made for a 
big live stock fair in Albany next fall 
that is expected to bring exhibits from 
twenty counties in southwestern 
Georgia.

GROUND IS GAINED 
BY RUSSIAN FORCES 
ON RUMANIAN FRONT 


Berlin Admits That Austro- 

Germans Have Been De- 
feated Along the Kimpo- 
lung-Jacobeni Railroad. 


New York, January 31.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The Russian offensive on 
the northern end of the Rumanian front 
has been resumed with some measure of 
success. New ground has been gained 
along the Kimpolung-Jacobenti railroad 
where the Russians are pushing south- 
westward. 

The official statement from Petro- 
grad on the fighting near the Bukowina 
border reports the capture by the Rus- 
sians of a hostile fortification east of 
Jacobeni, four miles south of Vale- 
Putna. Prisoners and pooty were taken 
with the position. 

Berlin today concedes the capture of 
a point of support in the vicinity of 
Vale Putna, 

On the northern end of the Russian 
front the Germans again took the of- 
fensive and stormed a Russian position 
on the east bank of the River Aa, 
southwest of Riga, taking more than 
900 prisoners and captyring 15 machine 
guns. 

Of the operations in the Riga district 
the Russian war office announces a 
German attack which, while checked 
in general, was followed by a Russian 
retirement of two-thirds of a mile near 
Kalnzem on the westerly edge of the 
Tirul marsh. 

There has been sharp fighting on the 
Lorraine frontier on the French front. 
The French penetrated two lifes of 
German trenches here, Paris reports, 
routing the French garrisons and taking 
prisoners. Berlin records this opera- 
tion as a French attack which was re- 
pulsed. 


RUSSIANS TAKE 
TEUTONIC WORKS 
NEAR KIMPOLUNG 


Petrograd, January 31.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Russian troops have captured 
Austro-German fortifications east of 
Jacobenzi, southeast of Kimpolung, near 
the northern end of the Rumanian 
front, the war office announced today. 
Prisoners and booty were taken by 
the Russians. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Frent: Our troops hav- 
ing penetrated the enemy’s wide barb- 
ed wire entanglements under a firce 
enemy fire and advanced in snow up 
to their waists, captured at the point 
of the bayonet the enemy’s fortifica- 
tions on the heights 1 1-3 miles east 
of Jacobeni, southwest of Kimpolung. 
We took a number of prisoners and 
captured some booty which has not yet 
been enumerated.” 


LOSS ADMITTED 
BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, January 31.—(Via Sayville.)— 
On the northern Rumanian front heavy 
fighting was resumed yesterday, the 
Russians making several attacks south 
of the Vale Putna road (southwést of 
Kimpolung).

Russian front and repulsed several Rus- 
sian counter attacks. They took pris- 
oner more than 900 men and captured 
fifteen machine guns. 

The official statement reads: 

“Eastern Eront—Front of Prince Leo- 
pold: On the east bank of the River 
Aa our troops stormed a Russian posi- 
tion in a wood and repulsed several 
strong counter attacks. In the position 
14 officers and more than 900 men were 
made prisoner and 15 machine guns 
captured.” 


RUSS FORCES 
WITHDRAWN. 


Petrograd, January 31.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-German forces attacked the Rus- 
sian lines southwest of Riga, today’s 
statement reports. The attack in gen- 
eral was arrested, but near the Kaln- 
zem-Chlek high road the Russian 
forces were withdrawn two-thirds of a 
mile after the assault. 

The statement reads: 

“Western Front: Yesterday a Zeppe- 
lin passed rapidly over the town of 
Gainach, on the coast of the Gulf of 
Riga, in a northwesterly direction and 
surveyed the locality by searchlights. 

After a violent bombard by Ger- 
man artillery of our trenches between 
the Tirul swamp and the River Aa, en- 
emy formations launched an attack on 
the eastern outskirts of the ‘swamp 
and along the left bank of the river, 
but as the result of our curtain of fire 
the attack was arrested. 

After artillery preparation lasting 
four hours, in which shells charged 
with chemicals were chiefly employed, 
the Germans with considerable forces 
delivered an attack along the Kalnzem- 
Chlok high road and also four miles 
northeast of Kalnzem. Our artillery 
met the attacking forces with a cur- 
tain of fire and the attack wa's beaten 
back, but in the sector situated close 
to the above mentioned high road our 
Socachments withdrew two-thirds of a 

ile. 

“After this the Germans, supported 
by a violent artillery fire and again 
using shells charged with asphyxiat- 
ing gas, continued to direct persistent 
attacks against our detachments. All 
these attack'’s were repulsed by our 
fire and cOunter attacks. It was only 
after an obstinate struggle that\ the 
enemy succeeded in maintaining a foot- 
hold in a small sector’ of our trenches 
east of the Kalnzem high road. 

“During our counter attacks we cap- 
tured prisoners and some machine 
guns. Colonel Pimenov, commander of 
one of our regiments, who was leading 
the battle in the first lines, wa's killed 
and the commander of another of our 
pga Colonel Bajenov is miss- 
ng. 

“West of Studyni, northeast of Kise- 
lin (Volhynia) the cnemy twice at- 
tempted to approach our trenches, but 
was thrown back on both. occasions. 

‘Caucasus Front: The situation is 
unchanged.” 


GUARD SYSTEM SCORED 
BY GEN. LEONARD WOOD 


Calls It Vicious and Indefensi- 
ble—Refers to the Guard 
Lobby. 


Washington, January 381.—Major 
General Leonard Wood, recalled today 
for cross-examination before the senate 
universal training subcommittee, said 
nem officers were not disposed to 
shirk responsibility for the war de- 
partment’s shortcomings in its direc- 
tion of the national guard mobilization 
at the border, but reiterated that the 
guard system was in itself “vicious and 
indefensible’ because of defects in- 
herent in its organization. 

In response to questions by Senator 
Lee, of Maryland, a defender of the 
@uard system, General Wood admitted 
that the federal government’s supply 
plans for the state troops collapsed ten 
days after they were callea out, and 
that in certain respects mobilization of 
the regulars, like the guard, failed to 
come up to expectations. He insisted, 
however, that a system “without a 
shadow of state interference’ would 
have operated to much better effect and 
that the only ultimate solution to the 
problem would be universal service 
under exclusive federal control. 

Tomorrow the committee will cross- 
examine Major General Hugh L. Scott, 
the chief of staff, who in his testimony 
several weeks ago took a stand similar 
to that of General Wood. 

Mobilization a Tragedy. 

General Wood repeated today his as- 
sertion that the mobilization was a 
tragedy, but also declared he did not 
intend to criticise the officers and men 
of the guard, but only the “vicious, in- 
defensible system.” 

” supreme effort in six months’ 
time,” he said, “we got 158,000 men to 
the border. The country could have 
been eaten up by an efficient enemy in 
that time.” 

Senator Lee poirited out that the 
regular army had played its part in the 


failures. 

“Yes,” said General Wood, “and I 
would go after the war department 
with a sandbag and reorganize.”

the supply system. Great Britain had 
faced the same thing, he added, when 
the European war came and found it 
necessary to abandon her whole sys- 
tem and create a department of muni- 
tions. 

“If the border trouble had gone to a 
real war,” he said, “we would have had 
to do that; create a commission with 
some live, energetic business men upon 
it. We would have had to shake the 
cobwebs out of the supply department 
and get some punch into it; convert it 
from a wheelless vehicle to something 
that would run.” 

The men and officers of the guard 
are high-mtnded, patriotic individuals, 
General Wood said, “but not soldiers.” 

“It would have been murder to send 
them against any fairly efficient foe,” 
he added. 

Senator Bee led the discussion to the 
Swiss military system, which he de- 
clared had solved the problem of dual 
control of the military forces by state 
and federal governments. 

“Dual control is a rotten system in 
Switzerland, if it exists,” General Wood 
said. He was not to be shaken from 
his statement that efficient miltitary 
measures could come only from abso- 
lute federal control “without a shadow 
of stafe interference.” 

Moreover he did not believe any al- 
ternative from universal service offer- 
ed itself short of pay fvr soldiers at 
a prohibitive rate. 

Guardsmen Sadder, But Wiser. 

The national guard of tne rank and 
file, General Wood said, were eager for 
the enactment of universal service 
legislation and many officers were re- 
signing and men seeKing to quit the 
service because they believed it should 
be enacted as quickly as possible. 

Explaining the feeling of guardsmen 
coming home he said: 

“They are coming home sadder but 
wiser. They have learned the folly of 
the system of which they were victims. 
They had been drugged by praise. Now 
they are not going to see the country 
leaning on a broken reed. They were 
not soldiers when they reached the bor- 
der, and to have put them up against

Charged to Mother, Daugh- 


BRITISH PREMIER, 


ters and Son--Alleged Plot- | 
ters Also Planned Death of 
Arthur Henderson. 


Derby, England, January 31.—Four 
persons were arraigned quietly in thé 
police court at the Derby Guild hall ' 
this morning, charged with plotting 
the murder of Premier Lloyd-George and 
Arthur Henderson, the premier’s right- 
hand man in the war council. 

The accused persons indignantly de- 
nied the charges, declaging they had 
been trumped up as punishment for 
their conscientious objections to com- 
pulsory military service. 

The proceedings over which the 
mayor presided were merely of a form- 
al nature. No details of the charges 
or evidence were divulged. 

The accused persons who are well 
known here, are Mrs. Alice Wheeldon, 
her two daughters, Mrs. Ann Wheeldon 
and Mrs. Alfred George Mason, and the 
latter’s husband. Two of the women 
are school teachers. The prisoners made 
no formal defense move at today’s 
hearing, merely pleading not guilty. 
They did not demand release on bail. 
They were returned to their cells. 
Owing to lack of accommodation here 
for ‘such important prisoners they will 
be taken to Birmingham jail until Sat- 
urday. 

The case was a great sensation, par- 
ticularly as the accused persons be- 
longed to two classes against which 
there is much feeling—suffragettes and 
conscientious objectors. 

Ample precautions were taken here 
to protect the prisoners, and the con- 
servative British law, circumscribing 
matter which the newspapers may 


print in advance of court proceedings, 
insures against any efforts in the press 
to arouse feeling against them. Police 
witnesses today described in a cut and 
dried manner the arrest of the accused.
